Washington, Mar. 31.—The foregoing announcement 


that American soldiers actually are on their way to the 
fighting lines to take places beside their hard pressed 
British and French allies sent a thrill throughout the na- 
tional capital. It was the first positive satement that Gen- 
eral Pershing's forces actually are on their way to the 
battle lines to help stem the tide of the German drive. 


The American soldiers previously referred to in the 


official dispatches as being in the fighting are believed to 
have been engineers or other auxiliary troops which 
probably were caught at their Work. They were a few 
months ago at Cambria, when the Germans suddenly en- 
veloped parties of British forces behind their lines in a 
swift turning movement. 


The sending of General Pershing's fighting troops to 


places in the British-French line has been expected by 
military experts to follow the creation, of a unified com- 
mand under the French chief of staff, General Foch and 
General Pershing's formal offer of all the available 
American resources. 


Too much may not be said about the number and po- 


sition of the American troops, because of military rea- 
sons. It is no violation of the censorship, however, to 
says that more than 100,000 American fighting men, fully 
equipped and intensively trained in the school of actual 
battle conditions are available at once to be thrown into 
places to strengthen the British and French lines wher- 
ever they threaten to buckle under the unheard of fe- 
rocity of the German onslaught It is also no violation of 
censorship to say that the American government fully 
realizes that the second battle of the Somme may con- 
tinue for some, time and that American forces possibly 
might be the means of tipping the scale. It does not nec- 
essarily mean that by sending American troops to the re- 
inforcement of the British or French that the sectors 
they have been holding will be abandoned. Other means 
of caring for that part of the line are available. 


Every officer of the American general staff and every 


member of President Wilson's administration has been 
looking forward to the day when American troops would 
actually take their places in the big battle that is now rag- 
ing. . Easter crowds on parade on Pennsylvania avenue 
about the White House grounds and everywhere heard 
the news and gathered about newspaper bulletin boards 
where the Associated Press dispatches were posted and 
read the news with greatest enthusiasm. 


President Wilson read the dispatch from France al- 


most immediately after it arrived.

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NURSES NEEDED. 


Another urgent appeal for regis- 


tration of more nurses was issued 
yesterday by Miss Mary M. Roberts, 
director of nursing, lake division, 
American Red Cross. 
The appeal 


was made in response to Surgeon 
General Gorgas' recent request that 
the Red Cross supply 5000 nurses be- 
fore June 1 for service in American 
military hospitals in the United 
States and abroad. 


"More than 7000 nurses have been 


enrolled by the Red Cross since the 
United States became a participant 
it the war," said Miss Roberts to- 
day, "but as the war progresses, the 
imperative need for a greater army 
of nurses grows daily. 


"An earnest appeal is made to the 


registered nurses of Ohio, Indiana 
and Kentucky to volunteer for this 
service. We also appeal to the pub- 
lic and to the physicians employing 
these nurses to make it possible for 
them, without too great a sacrifice, 
to hold themselves in readiness to 
respond to the call of their country. 


"We also wish to bring to the at- 


tention of nurses the unusual oppor- 
tunities offered by the war-risk in- 
surance law. The provisions of this 
bill apply equally to nurses assigned 
to duty as members of the army and 
navy nurse corps and make it possi- 
ble for the nurse to secure, at nom- 
inal rates, protection for herself as 
well as for designated members of 
her family dependent upon her. 


"A great responsibility rests upon 


the nurses of the country. They are 
the only group of women recognized 
as a part of the military establish- 
ment. 
While thousands of nurses 


will be needed, the number is rel- 
atively small compared with the 
number of women in America who 
should stand back of them and make 
possible the service for wib.cn they 
are so greatly needed. 


"No finer patriotic service can be

students in schools for nurses who

packages filled 7,452 mail bags and 
weighed 113 tons. It took 19 cars 
o transport it down the line to the

ties of France, it was natural for 
hose charged with transport respon- 
ibilities to hope that pressure on 
iverseas postal facilities might not 
ie increased unnecessarily. The con- 
ents of many ol the packages con- 
isted of pastries and other perisha- 
le things that deteriorated 
during 


he voyage and of articles easily ob- 
ainable at the canteens.

Gee! it sure made me glad to hear 
that you had got the piano—what 
kind is it?. Here's a tip—hope you 
will take it by all means—you want 
to start Betty right in on it, as soon 
as a teacher is willing to take her— 
a good teacher too—^you don't know 
how much difference it makes in any- 
kind of a musician to start in when 
they are real young. Take amongst 
us Pipers - tbe chaps 
who learned 


when they were little kids can make 
the Pipes fairly speak—while those 
who learned after they grew up you 
can tell the difference every time. 
Sure am glad you got the piano. 


I've just about decided not to get 


my new pipes sent out here—taking 
too mucli of a chance on such good 
pipes—wasn't so very long ago that 
my pipes laid under water for two 
days before I could get them out, did 
not hurt them much, but you would 
not want that to Happen to a $135 
set.

I kinda like you in one way about 


the way the states are doing in the 
war—I don't believe in pulling ev- 
ery able man up, but I don't see 
what on earth they are putting in 
all these months of training for. 
when they could be doing more on 
active service—just for example tliis 
bunch had (the bunch I came out 
with) only six weeks training before 
they came out here, and then most 
of the stuff we learned while 
on" 


training was of no use to us—every 
man is pretty near on "his own" in 
the line, and I know this bunch of 
"kiltie lads" is more than a match 
for anything in the men line that the 
Germans have. 


Yes I'm getting the Advocate—it 


comes in bunches, .generally a week 
or two weeks papers at a time. All 
the parcels that have been sent me 
have come through O. K., also "all 
the razor blades and the pictures 
of you. Hope you and Dad and Betty 
get your photos all together. 


Don't just remember having met

for the workers at tire Masonic Tem- 
ple last evening at 6 o'clock, the 
survey having been accomplished 
under the auspices of the war-work 
committee, 
assisted 
by 
Manager 


Appleyard of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, and made for the purpose of 
systemtizing lite various campaigns 
which will be necessary during the 
duration of the great world's war. 


An excellent- fish supper was en- 


joyed by nearly 200 men. comprising 
eight division managers, 40 captains, 
and about HO men serving' on the 
teams. 
After the banquet Habana 


cigars had been passed. Chairman 
E. C. Wright, of the war-work com- 
mittee, addressed the iii.cn. telling 
3f bis gratification at the result ac* 
complished. stating that from the 
Intense interest taken it proved that- 
the city organization was effective 
and could be reJied upon lo carry 
out any work which would be as- 
signed to it 


Chairman Wright then spoke of 


the county organization, telling of 
the great interest being manifested 
in the different townships, result- 
ing partially from the visitations of 
a committee of 10 men from this 
city calling on the various villages 
and townships to awaken interest for 
the necessity of co-operation with 
the city in the great work lo be. ac- 
complished during the present crisis, 
the competition of township organ- 
izations, the excellent work of town- 
ship chairmen, and the assistance 
which the latter are receiving from 
their committeemen, as well a$ the 


interest being manifested by country 
residents who are turning out to the 
meetings and packing the halls, that 
where a year ago there was a scant 
attendance, now they are overflowing 
and the country people are standing 
shoulder-to-shoulder with those of 
the city. 


Chairman Wright next outlined 


the work necessary in the next few 
weeks, the patriotic demonstration to 
the selects leaving this afternoon for 
Camp Sherman; just a farewell to

Chairman Wright also spoke of the 
next meeting of the workers to pre- 
pare for the Liberty loan campaign, 
which win start April 15, for the city 
and county, and which will be fol- 
lowed by the big war-chest drive lo 
start either May 14 or 21, and that 
Jn turn (o be followed by the Thrift 
<;tatnp and war certificate campaign 
in June.

40 captains present, and while Sec- 
retary G. G. Barber was compiling 
Jhein !ihe chairman asked for short 
experiences of the workers and for a 
half hour ihc men were entertained 
with interesting narratives 
-which 


took place during the progress of the 
work. 


AU canvassers reported that they 


were treated most courteously by 


everyone and all showed a dispsoi- 
tioii to do their part in assisting the 
government to the best of their 
ability.
